, PRomotions.—At the end of the year, at the close of 
the summer term in June, each pupil whose standing, com- 
puted from daily recitations and the regular examinations, 
averages for all studies 70 per cent. shall be promoted to 
the next higher grade. A pupil whose average is less than 
70 will seriously endanger his chances of promotion. Pro- 
motions will be publicly afinounced at the annual gradu- 
ating exercises. 

Honors.—The honors of valedictory and _ salutatory 
shall be assigned upon the basis for scholarship of the 
last year’s course in the high school department. 
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RHETORICALS.—Regular exercises in essay writing and 
in declamations or recitations shall be held in all grades 


above primary, and such exercises shall be marked same ~ 


as in other studies.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 





To the Parents and Citizens of the School District of T roy: 


With the passing of a year that has so quickly gone 
into history, your committee now present to you a brief 
retrospect of the year’s work and its suggestions for future 
action. The work of the year has fallen largely onto two 
members, incurring thereby considerable extra labor. 
Much to our disappointment, Mr. Brown, who was 
elected as third member at our March meeting in 1897, 
saw fit to resign. In due time we nominated Mr. Dow to 
fill the vacancy. Now, with the removal of Mr. Dow from 
the town, the board is again deprived of its third mem- 
ber. We regret exceedingly Mr. Dow’s leaving us; he was 
a most efficient member, trained to work by long experi- 
ence as an educator. His continued work on the board 
would have been of the highest value and benefit to the 
schools. 

We have increased the length of term of all our schools, 
and its results are very manifest—more thorough drill and 
more ground covered, and greater advancement in every 
line. To the scholar who terminates his education here— 
and such are largely in the majority—we have given in- 
creased work, as shown in our high school grade, thus 
better equipping him for life’s work. 

We graduated last June a class of nine, giving to the 
town our second graduating exercises. That the parents 
and townspeople are interested in our schools is evidenced 
by the large attendance and the interested attention of 
the audience. The excellent address of Mr. Poor and the 
interesting exercises of the graduating class were well re- 
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ceived, and the young ladies and gentlemen showed much 
talent and faithful work in their various papers. The 
valedictory by Miss Hardy, the salutatory by Mr. Par- 
menter and the prophecy by Miss Greenwood were worthy 
of special praise. We have entered the names of the schol- 
ars thus far graduated at the beginning of this report; 
and we suggest to future school boards to continue this 
plan to give a complete list of the graduates every year, 
thus keeping in memory and on record the names of our 
young people who have completed the course of study and 
received diplomas. 

The promotions announced covered nearly every scholar 
in the schools. Very few failed to pass; and we notice 
that where sickness or absence has caused a scholar to 
fail of promotion, in several instances these scholars 
studied during the summer, made up their deficiencies and 
entered with their class in the fall. 

The high school department has continued under the 
charge of our same successful teacher, Mr. George O. 
Smith. We regret that removals from town have cut 
down the attendance here; the total number has been 25. 
The work has been thorough and comprehensive, and we 
know the scholars have received an education here that 
will benefit them all their lives, and a better year’s work 
has never been given a school in town. 

The grammar school department has been under the 
charge of Miss Eva M. Fisher. Her total attendance has 
been twenty-eight, a smaller number than last year. The 
year’s work has been thorough and efficient, and fully main- 
taining Miss Fisher’s reputation. 

The intermediate department has been taught by the 
same teacher, Miss Grace M. Putney, who has continued 
her conscientious and successful work. In this department 
the fall term found the school badly overcrowded. The 
primary grade promoted twenty-two to the intermediate 
grade, while the latter advanced eight, resulting in a 
school of nearly seventy. The primary grade was in a 
similar condition, there being not near seats enough and 
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hardly room to put them in. The pressure had been met 
in the spring term by employing Miss Lotta Farrar as an 
assistant in this room; but with the increased overcrowd- 
ing in the fall term some radical change was absolutely 
necessary. The schools could not be taught as they were, 
and give each scholar the attention each should have. As 
a solution to this we made a schoolroom out of the upper 
entry, took sufficient desks from the high and grammar 
departments, which, with seven new desks bought, fitted 
up the room with thirty-eight desks. The expenses con- 
nected with this change are -separately shown in detail in 
the report. For a teacher we turned to the East Hill 
school, that had long been under charge of Mrs. Hattie C. 
Parker. In considering the propriety of abolishing this 
school, we found that the neighborhood for which this 
school was maintained was furnishing at the time only 
two scholars, with a possibility of less than six if all at- 
tended the school. The balance out of a total of fifteen 
was made up from the scholars obtained from homes 
within half a mile of the new school building. We there- 
fore closed this school, distributed the scholars among 
the different grades in the village school, and formed a 
new secondary grade, taking the highest class from the 
primary grade and the lowest from. the intermediate, 
making a school of thirty-eight. We believe the change is 
for the benefit of all concerned; and the separation of the 
secondary grade, relieving the former primary and inter- 
mediate rooms. of over thirty scholars and of two classes, 
will. result in better. and more thorough work to these 
lower departments that have been. so badly crowded. 

The primary department has been under the charge of 
Miss Florence H. Silcox, who has done excellent work, par- 
ticularly since the regrading of her room. She has hada 


large school—over fifty—since the transfer of one of her 


classes. 
THE. WEST HILL SCHOOL. 


This.school has been. under the teaching of Miss Paul- 
ine Lowe, the past year. We kept the spring term, eleven 


— ee 
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weeks, and fall term, twelve weeks—an increase of three 
weeks over last year. There were nineteen scholars in the 
spring term, seventeen in the fall. Miss Lowe proved her- 
self well in the work, and the school progressed very 
satisfactorily. 

THE MERRIFIELD SCHOOL. 

This school has had two terms of teaching under Miss 
Laura Mitchell—the spring term of ten weeks and the 
fall, eleven. There were ten scholats each term. As has 
always been the case, the school maintained its reputa- 
tion for a high average attendance and perfect record. 
We have thoroughly repaired this school building, and 
made it as cosy and convenient as could be desired. The 
details of the cost of this building are given in our finan- 
cial report. | 

In conclusion, let us say a word for the future. Our 
motto should ever be ‘‘Forward!’’ You have already at- 
tained a high standard, compared with the past and with 
other towns of our size in this county. Keep at it, we 
urge you. Stand by your teachers and your committee; 
give your children the best education you can, though it 
may mean sacrifices on your part. Some day they will 
rise up and call you blessed for giving them these great 
advantages to get an education. 

For another year’s work, the matter of Pes Wire 
must receive your careful attention. Last year, in addi- 
tion to the legal amount, you voted $825, besides $125 
for repairs of the Merrifield schoolhouse. To maintain. our 
schools as per our calendar for the year ending August 1, 
and to meet the additional expense of the secondary 
grade, will require additional funds. We figure it will 
need $1,000, which will be the same amount raised as 
last year, including the repair appropriation of $125, with 
$50 additional. As the expense of special repairs will not 
be incurred the coming year, the amount of $1,000 is an 
increase of but $50. We realize the tendency of asking 
for more appropriations year by year becomes very tire- 
some to us taxpayers. However, if our town was running 
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down every year a little we could get along with less. 
If we are growing and starting new industries, as we all 
rejoice to see, and hope that business may continue to 
grow, it certainly means an annual increase in your 
school population. Our building is good for a good many 
years by utilizing the entries as we have done. There is 
plenty of room in the upper grades, and they will be 
largely increased as the present lower grades promote 
their present large classes. 

We trust that Troy will not retrograde, but will in- 
crease its industries and population; and that means 
surely a gradual increase in your school expenses. Your 
committee leave, therefore, these matters to your careful 
consideration, and ask your co-operation to keep our 
schools to the highest possible standard.
